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Continuation of 13. Other: Claims 43-47 stand rejected under 35 USC 102(b) as set forth in the Office action mailed 1 1/03/05. 
Applicant asserts that only a single trapezoid is shown in Corcoran (2,788,038) between the division line 24 and the radial end of the 
blade section, and asserts that division line 20 is not parallel to division line 24. The Examiner agrees that division line 24 is not parallel 
to division line 20. However, the Examiner believes that a second trapezoid is defined in Corcoran to the same degree that trapezoids 
are defined in the instant application. In the figures of the instant application, there are no visible indicators showing the trapezoids 
described in claims 43-47. Therefore, the Examiner has indicated in Diamgram 2 of the Office action mailed 11/03/05 the general 
location of the second trapezoid. A trapezoid is, by definition, a quadrilateral which has two parallel sides. The second trapezoid defined 
in the Office action is defined as having an area between division line 24 and another arbitrary line parallel to division line 24 along the 
length of the blade section between division line 24 and division line 20. 
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
